In fact Moham­ 
medan women, whether single or mar­ 
ried, are ab solutely free in respect to 
properly relations. They may inherit, 
b tiy and sell and acquire b y all the 
methods of legitimate b usiness, the 
same as men; and thev may carry on 
any trade or profession and manage 
their b usiness affairs without the par- 
licipation of husb ands, parents, b roth­ 
ers, or other persons than those desig­ 
nated b y themselves, should they pre­ 
fer not to act 
personally, 
as their 
agent or representative. 
The “wakil,” or b usiness attorney 
of a woman, is a very frequent per­ 
sonage in all b usiness affairs; and he 
is often called into court to answer 
for his administration, 
cited b y the 
woman proprietor, who is not requir­ 
ed, if she b e of full age, to have the 
consent of her husb and or guardian, 
as In Europe, to 
sue and b e .sued and 
perform all the acts incident to her 
estate. 
Property 
rights,

independent of 
sex or marital relation. 
The only disab ility attending these 
women’s property relations is in ac­ 
quirement b y Inheritance.

lu strating the

conv ersation by General Grant, wrhich 
was characteristic of the man. Said

Post: 
“In the su mmer of 1872, being then 
chief of the bu reau of statistics, I was 
an official delegate from the United 
States to the eighth session of the in­ 
ternational statistical congress, held 
at St. Petersbu rg, the president being 
the Grand Du ke Constantine, brother 
of the Emperor Alex ander. 
Du ring 
my stay there I became intimately 
acqu ainted with Baron Andrew Rosen, 
grand master of the cou rt of the em­ 
peror, an official of great influ ence. 
My last interv iew with him was at 
a dinner in the palace of the Grand 
Du chess Helena, widow of an u ncle 
of the emperor Alex ander, herself a 
nativ e of Germany , and said to be the 
most learned lady in Eu rope. 
As he sat beside me at dinner he 
astonished me by his knowledge of 
political affairs in the United States, 
and asked me this qu estion: ‘Why is 
it that Mr. Greeley , a repu blican, is 
a candidate in opposition to General 
Grant, also a repu blican?’ 
“On my retu rn to Washington early 
in Nov ember I called on the president, 
whom I met as he was leav ing the 
White hou se, and after thanking him 
for my appointment to the congress 
I told him of the qu estion that Baron 
Rosen asked,

to make a satisfactoi 
reply . Remov ­ 
ing the cigar from his mou th, he 
gav e the reply that might hav e been 
made by me, in the following words: 
‘Greeley wanted
